It appeared Monday morning that 
the inquest will do little more than 
summarize the investigation which 
was begun immediately after the 
young man’s disappearance, and 
which recently was revived when 
Bill Donnelly, of San Luis Obis- 


po, took up the search on Sunday, ; 


June 18. 
Donnelly found the remains on 
Friday. 


He had no particular interest in | 


the case except that a man was 
missing and a reward of $1,000 had 


been posted for anyone who might | 


find him, dead or alive. Donnelly 
informed county officials that he 
has assisted in several such disap- 
pearances and has become a “hunt- 
er of lost hunters.” 

Contacting officials and through 
them the family of the missing 
hunter, Donnelly was taken to the 
district on the morning of Sunday, 
June 18. He was equipped with 
maps of the region and also hand- 
drawn sketches of the region. He al- 
had conferred with those who 

directed the 
Mortimer during October until 
snowfall and, in effect began his 
seurch where the other 
had left off.

SACRAMENTO - The highest 
monthly gain in gasojine sales for 
more than a year was recorded last 
month, the tSate Board of Equal- 
ization reported today. 

Gasoline distributors reported the 
sale of 156,751,696 gallons of gaso- 
line on which a tax of $4,702,550.88 
was levied. This represented a2 gain 
} of $406.239.33 or 9.46 per cent over 
the same month of last year. The 
May income also was substantially 
‘higher than the $4,406,313.03  col- 
lected in gasoline taxes during the 
month of April.

| FOREST SERVICE TO PHOTOGRAPH TIMBER RESERVES 


FROM AIR; MAPPING OF TAHOE AREA 


WIL START SOON 


The California Region of the U. 
S. Forest Service is now preparing 
to make aerial photographs of the 
entire Tahoe National Forest—first 
of California’s 18 National Forests 
to be completely covered. A forest 
Service photographic plane and its 
crew just arrived at Sacramento 
from headquarters of the Rocky 
Mountain Region in Denver, Colo- 
rado, to fly the project. 

About 4,000 square miles will be 
photographed—from Smartsville at 
the edge of the Sacramento Valley 
to Reno, and from the north end of 
the Sierra Valley to the south end 
of Lake Tahoe. The elevation varies 
from 300 feet near Smartsville to 
10,800 feet at the summit of Mr. 
Rose, just northeast of Lake Ta- 
hoe. 


The plane will therefore have to. 


fly at nearly 24,000 feet over the 
higher parts of the range. ‘“Photo- 
“aphs cf all 18 National Forests in 


California will not be available for 


a number of years.”’ Regional For- 
ester Show said, “but there is no 
question as to their value in the ad- 
ministration of the Nation’s forest 
areas.” 

Speaking of the value of the pho- 
tographs to the Forest Service, Re- 
gional Forester Show said, ‘This 
modern method of examining forest 
areas is without doubt one of the 
greatest boons to foresters yet to 
be found. By photographing the ter- 
rain so that one photograph ove: 
laps those adjacent to it, the re- 
sulting prints, when viewed through 
a sterescope Similar in many ways 
to the simple parlor sterescope of 
years ago, will produce an image in 
three dimensions in which the 
mountains, canyons, trees and other 
features stand up in relief just as 
they would appear to an observer 
flying over the country in an air- 
plane. The photographs are, of

‘Fred A. Rupley 
Loses $4,000 


Auburn Man Charges Trio 
With Grand Theft In Deal 
For Asserted “High-Grade” 


On the complaint of Fred A. Rup- 
ley, of Auburn, charges of grand 
theft were preferred in Placer Coun- 
ty against three suspects identified 
as Wade Malotte, Mr. Olson and 
Dr. Bates. 


The trio are reported as being 
sought in connection with the al- 
leged swindling of over $6,000 from 
an Oroville merchant, who subse- 
quently committed suicide. 

Rupley, it appears, was bilked 
for $4,000. 

He told the Placer County dis- 
trict attorney that he had entered. 
into a transaction with the 
three men involving the purchase 
of ‘some highgrade” and drew $4,- 
000 from a bank in Auburmm and 
Paid it to one of the men. 

The “highgrade” was contained in 
Small packages of tin which bore or-- 
iental characters on the outside of 
the boxes and when the boxes were 
opened by Rupley after the trio had 
presumably left Auburn, they were 
found to contain a quantity of white 
powder, which was identified by an 
Auburn pharmacist as being bicar- 
bonate of soda,

I always have limited this advice 
to the early years, hoping that cor- 
poral punishment could be aban- 
doned by the time the child is four 
or five. Nothing in what I have 
written lends encouragement to 
those parents who whip their older 
chittren. 

In this point of view I was long 
entirely alone in the United States. 
But, as I have called to your atten- 
tion in this column, three books 
have appeared in the last few years 
agreeing substantially with my 
point of view, one by an eminent 
psychologist. 

Stiffen Up 

Practically all other eotumnists 

writing for parents still warn 


against any form of corpora! pun- 


ishment at any ace. One of these 
columnists occasionally exhorts par- 


ents to stiffen up on control of teen- 
age boys and girls—after having 
taught these same parents when 
these youths were babies never to 
lay the hand on them to restrain 
them. 

Numerous eminent child experts 
are beginning to acknowledge the 
need of some restraints, and one 
now and then will justify a slap or 
two on a safe place. Perhaps it 
is called conditioning, so much 
more high-sounding than spanking. 
Thanks for this fancy name; some 
writers will be able to save their 
consciences and their faces. 


Must Be Control 


At a recent meeting of parents 
and teachers I heard one of these 
child experts declare that many 
ehoices and decisions of the young 
child, even the adolescent, must be 
made for him, and that there must 
be eontrol and authority. A few 
weeks earlier this same person said 
to me: 

“You know, I don’t say there 
must be no spanking.” 

But I didn’t know and, upon 
hearing this, I was agreeably 
shocked. 


If the P.T.A. programs on ehild 
rearing were to begin to emphasize 
among its 2,000,000 members the 
need of discipline in the home, there 
might be less crime in the United 
States after a decade. Henceforth, 
they probably will pussyfoot less on 
punishment.
